No other naval tranfactions took place in the Medi- 
terranean confequential enough to merit commemoration. 
Mr. Rowley, indeed, returned to England not long after- 
wards, and does not appear to have ever again gone to fea. 
On the r5th of July 1747, he was advanced*to be admiral 
of the blue; as he was, on the 52th of May in the follow- 
ing year, to be admiral of the white. in the rath of 
July 1749, he received the honorary appointment of 
rear-admiral of Great Britain; and, on the 22d of June 
1751, was made one of the commiflioners for executing 
the office of lord high admiral. In 1753 he was elected 
one of the knights of the moft honourable order of the 
Bath, and continued to hold the office of commiffioner of 
the admiralty, through three commiffions, till the 20th of 
November 1756. He returned again to the fame ftation 
on the 7th of April 1757, but remained in it only till the 
ad of July following. i 

‘The intereft and political confequence derived by'lord 
Anfon from his wealth, his fuccefs over the French fleetin 
3747, and the honours beftowed on him as a reward for 
his conduct on that occafion, procured that nobleman, 
although junior in rank to fir William, the offices of vice- 
admiral of England, and admiral of the fect, in prefer- 
ence to the latter. But on the death of his lord: ip, in

much honour and the moft unblemithed reputation attained 
the highelt rank in the fervice, he continued to live 
ever afterwards in retirement ; and died, as may be natu= 
rally fuppofed from his length of fervice, in anjadvanced 
age, on the r{t of January 1768," Hl 
SMITH, William,—was, on the roth of May 1716, 
appointed captain of the Port Mahon frigate: He conti+ 
nued seb sanonnean ss i spent 
accompanied John Norris to in ny 
1720. While employed onmthat fesvice he was, cui 
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the following year, promoted to the Dartmouth, of 
guns, as fucceflor to captain Eaton, who removed into 
the Kingfton. In 2726 he commanded the York, of fixty 
guns, one of the fhips belonging to Mr. Hopfon’s {qua- 
dron in the Mediterranean. He continued there during 
the enfuing year under fir Charles Wager ; and after his 
return was ordered to the Weft Indies; on which ftation 
he became for a fhort time, during the year 1729, com= 
manding officer, he being the fenior captain after the death 
of Mr. St. Loe, He returned from thence in the month of 
Auguit 1729 ; he then commanded the Feverfham,a frigate, 
and brought home a flect of 48 merchant fhips under 
his pfoteétion. We do not find him in any command after 
this time till the year 1741, and believe him then to have 
been captain of the Romney, a fourth rate of fifty guns. 
No other particulars are known, relative to this gentle- 
man, except that he was advanced to the rank of a rear- 
admiral, and put on the fuperannuated lift on the arf of 
July bit . He died on the 23d-of February 1756. 
STEVENS, John,—was, on the roth of Augutt 1716, 
made captain of the Succefs ftorefhip. What fubfequent 
commiffions he received we have been unable to procure 
any information of, or, indeed, to colleét any other par- 
ticulars concerning him, except that he died in England 
on the 3d of November 1731. 

WHITNEY, Thomas,—was, on the 13th of O&ober 
1746, appointed commander of the Exeter, of fixty guns. 
After this time we ineet with no particulars concerning 
him till the year 1726, when he was captain of the 
Chatham, of fifty guns, one of the fleet ordered for the 
Baltic under the command of fir Charles Wager. Qu 
the return of the fleet into port, the Chatham was ordered 
to Sheernefs to be diftmantled and laidup: and we find no 
farther mention made of captain Whitney till 1734, when 
he was appointed to ‘command the Britannia, of ‘one 
hundred guns, as fecond captain under fir John Norris.

ATKINS, Samuel, —was, on the 3d of December 
1718, appointed captain of the Charles galley. We do 
not find him commanding any two-decked fhip till the 
year 1728, when he was, on the 27th of July, commiffioned 
to the Falkland, of fifty guns, one of fifteen fhips which 
‘were put into commiffion in confequence of the repeated 
infults offered by the Spanifh guarda cofta’s, and that in 
cafe of a rupture Britain might poffefs a fleet always ready 
for immediate fervice. Mr. Atkins continued in the fame 
‘command for a confiderable time; ‘but no open rupture 
taking place, docs not appear ever to have proceeded to 
fea. We find no farther mention made of him till the 
.Tgth of July 1747, when he was put on the fuperannuated 
Tift, with the hal: pay of a rear-admiral; an honourable 
retirement, in which he ever afterwards lived. He died 
‘on the sth of September 1765. 

CHADWICK, Samuel,—was, on the 14th.of March 
1717-18, ba ciara captain of the Kinfale. We have 
nothing farther to reéord concerning him, except that he 
died in Eagland.ca the 26th of December 1728. 

HUBB. , John, was made commander of the 
Garland on the 5th of December igs and in 1721 sas 
captain of the Windfor, a rate of fixty guns.

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fame rate as the Windfor, he was fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he unhappily, with many others his brave cotem~- 
poraries, fella viGim to difeafe, encouraged by an un+ 
wholefome climate, on the 12th of September 1728, 
KNIGHTON, Francis, — was, on the 17th of April 
1718, ‘appointed to the Succefs ftorethip. We hear 
nothing farther of him till the month of February 1727, 
when was captain of the Hampthire, of fifty guns, 
one of the fleet ordered to be equipped for the Baltic under 
the command of fir John Norris. He died in the above 
fhip on the 16th of July 1727, nbt having, as firlt in- 
tendéd, accompanied fir John on the above voyage. 
MARTIN, William, — was fent to fea in the year 
2706 under the fpecial patronage and protection of ffr 
Cloudelley Shovel. Having been, on the 24th of April 
appointed by that admiral a midthipman on board the 
owey, under captain Leftock, he had the misfortune to 
be taken in that {hip on the 14th of April 1709; but be~ 
ing exchanged in the month of Auguit following, was 
appointed, on November rs, to ferve in the fame ftation 
again, under captain Leftock, on board the Weymouth. 
dn this thip he continued to ferve for fome years, firft om 
the American, and afterwards the Welt India tation. 
Having remained in that ftation the proper length of time 
prefcribed by the eftablifhed rules of the fervice, and ac- 
quired a thorough knowledge of his profeffion and duty 
as an officer, he was, on the sth of March 1714, pro- 
moted to be third lieutenant of the Cumberland, the 
thip on board which fir John Norris hoifted his flag as 
gommander-in-chief of the fleet ordered to the Baltic. = 
He was, on the 15th of March 1717, promoted to be 
firft lieutenant of the Rupert; from which fhip, on 
the 2d of April 1718, he removed, through the intereft of 
fir John Norris, who was his relation, and who, by his 
perfe& propriety of conduét on all,occafions as an officer, 
was rendered his friend alfo, to the fame ftation on 
‘board the Cumberland, in which thip fir John again 
hoifted his flag as -commander-in-chief in’ the Baltic. 
Through the fame very honotirable apna he was, on 
athe oth of O&ober following, promoted to be’ captain of 
the Cumberland, apa, teat about iwenty-two years old; *+ 
and, in the month of eremnby received a cma 
. 3 rom: 
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from the admiralty, confirming his appointment, bearing 
date the roth. » He was afterwards made captain of the 
Seahorfe frigate ; and on the gth of February 1719, was 
removed into the Blandford. In this fhip he ferved 
during the year 1720 and 21, under his old commander 
and patron, fir John Norris, who commanded the fleet 
fent into the Baltic. He was next ordered out to 
America for the purpofe of fupprefling the pirates who 
very much infefted that part of ihe world. He difplayed 
the greateft a@ivity, and was remarkably fuccefsful in a 
number of little enterprifefagainft thofe freebooters, in- 
fomuch that he not only received feveral addreffes from 
the merchants more particularly interefted in tHe com- 
merce of that part of the world, thanking him in the; 
handfomeft terms for the fervices he had rendered them, 
but was honoured with a public letter from the then 
fecretary of ftate, exprefling the warmelt approbation of 
his whole condu&. 

After his return he docs not appear to have received 
any commiffion till the 13th of February 1726-7, when 
he was made captain of the Advice, of fifty guns, a fhip 
commiffioned at Sheernefs to be ready in cafe of any 
fudden emergency. He was re-appointed to the fame 
fhip on the 11th of Auguft, a new commiffion being ne- 
ceflary in confequence of the demife of king George the 
Firft. On the 18th of the fame month he was ordered to 
take the Hamphhire and Affiftance under his command, 
and eed with them to Gibraltar, where he was in- 
ftruéted to put himfelf under the orders of fir Charles 
Wager. He continued to ferve there during the re~ 
mainder of the fiege, and the continuance of the war. 
Returning to England with the divifion under captain 
Stewart, he arrived at Spithead on the 28th of April 
1728, On the 3d of June following he was, owing, as 
it is believed, to the indifpofition of captain Nicholas 
Haddock, ordered to fake upon him the command of the 
Grafton, of feventy guns. This. thip was one of the 
fifteen fail equipped in cafe of any fudden’ emergency ; 
and his command was ‘merely teinporary, captain Had- 
dock having refumed his ftation in the following month, 

«* On the 3d of April 1729, he wasa third time reappointed 
to his former thip, the Advice. He retained this come 
man 
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mand for the three fucceeding years, attached to the fleets 
annually collected at Spithead under the command of ‘fir 
Charles Wager, He is faid, by Lediard, to have attended 
that adiniral to the Mediterranean in 173% but in this 
circumftance that hiftorian is undoubtedly miftaken, the 
Advice having remained at home as guardfhip during the 
above period. 

On the 29th of November 1733, he was appointed 
captain of the Sunderland, of fixty guns. During the 
two following years he ferved in the fleets, collected under 
fir John Norris, which, in the firft of thofe feafons, never 
gute Spithead, but in the fecond proceeded to Lifbon 
for the protection of the Portuguefe, who were then 
Sievouly, threatened by their Spanifh neighbours. 

hen the body of the fleet returned to England, after 
having effeéted its purpofe of protecting the impotent, 
captain Martin was ordered to remain behind on the 

lediterranean ftation. He continued there till the year 
1737, and after his return to England does not appear ta 
have feceived any fubfequent commiffion till the 16th of 
May 1738, when he was appointed to the Ipfwich, of 
feventy guns, and ordered for his former ftation, the Me- 
ditetrancan, as moet of the fquadron fent thither under 
Mr. Haddock. Here he continued without any extraor- 
dinary occurrence prefenting itfelf till the 23d of Janua: 
1740, when, by the admiral’s orders, he hoifted a broad 
pendant as commodoxe on board the Ipfwich, and was 
fent with a {quadron to cruife off Cadiz ; after which time 
he appears never to have again ferved as a private captain. 
He is not known, however, to have been employed on 
any confpicuous fervice till after thearrival of vice-admirar 
Mathews, who appointed him, on the sth of July 1742, 
to comniand the’ expedition againft Naples. As this 
tranfa€tion not only forms a very interefting part of Mr, 
Martin's life, but alfo makes a confpicuous figure in 
hiftory itfelf, it may not, perhaps, sbe unentertaining, to 
give a detail at length, which is fo much the more curious 
as being copied from Mr. Martin's own account, with 
which we have been favoured,

anfwer ;.but in the mean time he could affure him, that 
his majefty was not to be threatened into a compliance 
with any thing that was not reafonable, and would facri« 
fice every thing rather than be guilty of a breach of faith, 
ordo any thing that might tarnith his honour. That ag 
to his withdrawing his troops, he had already given orders 
for it, to fecure his own dominions: but-de! to know, 
if bis majelty was prevailed upon to promife to give no 
farther affiftance to the Spaniards, what fecurity he fhould 
have not to be molefted by the Englith, but be fuffered peace- 
ably-and quietly to poffefs his territories. He defiredcaprain 
De Langle would go off again with the conful to acquaint 
ame ; and by the time he returned he fhould have the king's 
anfwer, faying, it was but reafonable he fhould have fome 
fatisfaction on that bead. I fent him word I had no 
wer to treat; nor could I give any anfwer farther than 
Br myfelf, who had orders to make fuch demands, and 
did infift upon an anfwer being given to it in half an 
hour. That if captain De Langle was not admitted t5 
the king, I did infift that he, the minifter, fhould give it 
under his hand, in the name of the king his mafter—that 
he did promife he would forthwith withdraw his troops, 
aéting in conjun@tion with thofe of Spain, and give no 
farther affitance of any kind whatfoever. Upon this 
moflage captain De Langle returned-again with the conful 
to let me know fuch a promife thould be given in writing, 
and in the mean time no prepatations made either offenfive 
or defenfive againtt me. wainifter deftred alfo that 
ho would bring off generat Bowrk, to talk to me while he 
was 
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was preparing the letter, which {htould be séady againtt his* 
seurn. 4 ee 

* General Bourk told ne he fas fent off by i king, to- 

know whetherif his maj ifed to withdraw hist 
and give no farther aliftance to the Spaniards (as Iden 
manded), I wouldaffure him that the Englith fhould not mo- 
left him in his dominions—that it was but equitable, if he 
complied, he fhould at leaft be fatisfied { would not now, 
nor hereafter fhould any of the Britifh fleet, commit hofti- 
lities againft him, as it would weaken him fhould he break’ 
with his allies, from hom after he could expect no affift- 
ance, but would be expofed to his enemies in the meft de- 
fencelefs ftate. I told him I was fent as an officer te a&t, and 
not 2 minifter to treat, and could fay nothing with autho- 
sity on that head: but that I was defired to put my orders 
in execution, except the king of the Two. Sicilies did 
agree to thofe moft juft and reafonable demands of the 
king my matter, and his moft faithful allies, which certainly 
did imply I was not to execute them if he did. He faid E 
demanded a promife in writing ; and if I would give'then’- 
no fecurity, how could the king be certain, that when I 
bronght him to break with his allies, and deprived him of 
their affiftance, I would not take the advantage of it, ‘and 
with this very force I had with me, act againfthim. “This 
indicated a fu(picion of my dealing perfidioufly, which made 
me repeat to him again, “ that as { was diredted to put my 
orders in. execution, if the king of Sicily did not comply, 
it did imply I was not to do it if he did ; that I was not 
fent there to betray him, but to make this demand, whieh 
was plain; and to which I required as plain an anfwer, 
¥ infifted on a direét one to it in half an hour, afking: 
him, Po you underftand me, fir?” To which he replied, 
Yes, fir, 1 do; I underitand youvery well: Then turning 
tocaptain De Langle and the conful, I faid, firs, do you go 
afhore, and infift upon an anfwer being given to your mef-- 
fage—Yes, or no, in dalf an hour, or return without one, 
which I fhall look upon as arefufal of compliance, and put’ 
my orders in execution. General Bourk then went away 
with captain De Langle, and the conful, ‘who returned 
again fometime after with a letter from\the minifter, in 
, which he told himthe king had promifed to comply witl 
«* all. I demanded: and when captain De Langle fe 
t cre 
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there were fome expreffions in it that he ‘was 
fure would not be fatisfaétory, he promifed him they 
thould be altered in the morning, if 1 difliked them ; and 
expreffed in whatfoever manner L would have them, or, 
{though it was very late) if he infifted on it, that he would 

ay up till his return. ‘This letter captain De Langle 
brought off to me; and having made fome alterations ia 
it, I fent it back to him in the morning; and, agreeable 
to thefe alterations, the minifter wrote the following.

«© This letter general Bourk brought off himfelf, and 
told me, when he delivered it, that, as his Sicilian maje- 
fty had complied with every thing demanded, he hoped he 
fhould now continue in friendfhip and undifturbed : that 
the king very much defired to fee me on fhore, where, he 
affured me, I fhould be received with all. the marks of 
refpe&, and all compliments paid me that I could defire; 
and that his majefty would fend his coaches to wait on 
me; the minifter.alfo, by captain De Langle, preffed it 
very much. But as I believed the defign of all their

at his going I faluted him with thirteen guns, and foon 
after loofed the fore-top-fail.” : 

* Mr. Martin, having executed this fervice in the above 
handfome manner, returned to Leghorn, where he arrived 
on the 29th; and on the 4th of September failed for Vitla 
Franca, to rejoin the admiral. He was afterwards em- 
ployed in proteéting the dominions of the duke of Tuf- 
any, from any attack on the part of the Spaniards. The 
force put under his command, for this fervice, confilted 
of fix fhips of the line, with a pfoportionate number of 
frigates and bomb veflels, as well asa body of marines te a&® 
as a land force, in cafe of emergency, The greatett 
confidence was repofed in him, by the admiral, on this 

“eccafion, for, delicate and confequentiat as the fervice was, 
his orders were to aé entirely at his own difcretion, pay- 
ing only a particular attention to the fafety of the city 
and port ailakom. The Spanith were completely 
kept in awe by thefe meafures, and defifted from their 
meditated attack. *

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‘Admiral Mathews having received intelligence that the 
Genoefe had ‘permitted feveral magazines to be formed 
in their territories for the ufe of the Spanifh army, com~ 
modore Martin was ordered to Genoa, with a fquadron, 
having inftru@ions to sours the magiftrates to condua a 
party to Araffa, where the magazines which they were 
to'deftroy were faid to have been collected. “Lhe com- 
modore was farther ordered, in cafe the magiftrates re+ 
fufed to comply with his requifition, to bombard the city; 
and land a detachment, under the fire of his line of battle 
fhips, for the purpofe of forcing their way to the feveral 
depotsin queftion, and sisting the ahove purpofe. This 

‘fervices was carried completely into execution, without 
moleftation on the part of the Genoefe, in the month of 
February following. It being alfo difcovered that the Ge« 
noefe had permitted troops to be raifed in Corfica for 
the fervice of Spain, which were afterwards convoyed into 
Italy to rocruit their army there, Mr. Martin was fene 
with a {quadren ty Ajaccio, where they found a Spaniflz 
thip of the line lying at anchor, and then atually employed 
in that kind of fervice. The enemy, however, faved the 
commodore the troubie of attacking them, by fetting their 
fhip on fire and making their efcape on fhore. e 

‘n’ the month of Oéiober 1743, Mr. Martin was or- 
dered to return to England; and on his arrival at Portf- 
mouth received a commillion, bearing date December the 
qth, appointing him rear-admiral of the blue, accompa- 
nied by orders, to hoift his flag on board any fhip that he 
found lying there, and fhould judge proper for the above 
purpofe. On the 3d of February 1743-4, he was ap- 
jointed to command a divifion of the main or Channel 
Feet ender fir John Norris, and accordingly hoifted his 
flag on board the Sandwich, of ninety guns. On the 191h 
of June following he was advanced to the rank of vice- 
admiral of the blue, and appointed to command in the 
Beet: under fir John Balchen. He accordingly removed 
dis flag into the St. George, a fecond rate, accompa- 
nied that admiral to Lifbon. After his return he was, on 
the 24th of January 1744-5, ordered to take upon him the 
chief comniand ef the fleet in the Channel, and Gn) 
his on board the Edinburgh, of feventy guns.

vice-admiral of the white.” During the time he held the 
above command he difplayed a confiderable' degree of 
aftivity, bow) in the diftribution of his cruifers and the 
exertions he made with that past of the fleet, which he 
retained under his own more immediate orders. Thefe 
laudable exertions and conduét were happily rewarded 
with many prizes which were, at that interefting period, 
of much national confequence, though’ tending but little, 
perhaps, to enrich the captors, betng principally laden 
with arms and ammunition for the fervice of the Preten- 
der’s party in Scotland, 

In the month of eDecember he was ordered into the 
North Sea to ferve under Mr. Vernon; and onthe re- 
fignation of that-gentleman foon afterwards, took upon 
him the chief command, which he continued to exercife, 
to the univerfal fatisfaGtion of all parties and defcriptions 
of men, who were in any degree friends to their country 
antitsconftitution. He retained the above ftation till174735 
in which year, on July 15, he was farther promoted to be 
admiral of the blue: but thinking himfelf in fome mea- 
fre ill treated by thofe who then were intrnfted with the 
adminiftration of public affairs, he requefted leave to re 
tite. This was granted him, and he continued ever 
afterward to live totally a private life, at his houfe at 
‘Twickenham, where he died on the 17th of September 
1756, being then about fixty years old. 

He is univerfally reported to have been a man of ex- 
cellent talents, which he had improved and cultivated with 
the greateft care. In his youth he was well known to 
and efteemed by that great ftatefman, lord Sommers, an 
acquaintance and patronage which certainly conferred on 
him the higheft hononr. He not only poffefled a very 
confiderable {hare of claffical learning, but fpoke the 
French, Spanifh, Italian, and German languages with the 
greateft eafe and fluency In his perfon he was remark- 
ably handfome, and particularly attentive to his drefs, 
manners, and depbrtment, hen in command he 
always lived in the greateft fplendour, maintaining his 
wank in the Highelt ftile; fo that, viewing him in every 

int, we fcarcely know: which moft to admire, the 

ifhed gentleman, the clegant fcholar, or the brave

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PROTHEROE, George,*— was, onthe 4th of De= 
wember, appointed captain of the Loo. He was promoted 
to the above ftation by fir G. Byng, having > asit is 
believed, lieutenant of the Barfleur, the fhip on board 
which that admiral had hoifted his flag as commander-ins 
chief in the Mediterranean, In the month of June 1719, 
he fignalifed himfelf exceedingly in an ation with a very 
large Spanith privateer, between the iflands of Capria and 
Corfica. The a€ion commenced in the evening of the 
28th; but being interrupted by the approaching night 
was renewed at four o'clock the next morning, and con- 
tinved with the greateil fpirit till ¢ight. e Spanifh 
captain being then wounded, and upwards of fourfcore of 
the crew killed or difabled, the veflel itfelf reduced alfo to 
a mere wreck, the enemy was compelled to furrender, 
‘As a convincing proof of the fuperior manner in which 
the Loo was manceuvsed, that veffel bad only two men 
‘killed through the whole of the above defperate conteft. 
It is very fingular no other particulars are known relative 
Yo captain Protheroe, nor are we even acquainted with the 
time Of his death. 

YOE, John, —was, on the 22é of June, appointed 
captain of the Loweftoffe, or, according to other accounts, 
of the Greyhound. No fubfequent particulars are known 
relative to him till the year 1734, when he commanded 
the Exeter, of fixty guns, one of the fleet collected in the 
Downs under fir John Norris. We are again unac- 

uainted with any cirzumitances concerning him, except 
that he was one of the many old officers put on the fuper- 
annuated lift, with the rank and half pay of a rear-admi- 
wal, on the asth of July 1747. He died, in England, on 
the 3d of December 1756.

DAVIES, Wiliam,—was, on the 30th of June 171g, 
made captain of the Experiment. We hear nothing 
farther oF him till the year 1726, when we betiboe tied to 
. ave 
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have commanded the Tyger, of fifty guns, ome of the 
dhips fent out, in the month of December 1726, under 
the command of fir Charles Wager, for the better pro» 
teion of Gibraltar agai any fudden attack. During 
the fiege of that fortrefs, which took place immediately 
afterwards, captain Davies appears to have been very 
active ; and quitting, for a time, his nava] command, to 
have refided totally on fhore, for the purpofe of direting 
all affairs-relative to the navy, fuch as the neceflary repairs 
of fhips, the care of flores, dc. We rather, indeed, con- 
ceive him to have had fome temporary kind of appoint- 
ment, as an extraordinary commiffioner; but cannot 
find any better proof than circumftance * to warrant our 
afferting it. However this may be, he refumed, in the 
month of April following, the command of the Tyger, 
having been ordered by fir Charles, on the arf to take 
the Portland under his command and procéed to the 
‘Weft Indies, where he was to put himfelf under the 
orders of vice-admiral Hofier. 

After the melancholy and fatal calamity, of difeafe 
which befel that once formidable armament, and reduced 
it to a flate of total inaAtivity, the Tyger, as well in con- 
fequence of that event as of the profpeét of peace contie 
nuing, returned to England, captain Davies having been 
one of the fortunate furvivors who lived to bear witnefe 
to the untimely end of their brave cotemporaries. In 
1731 he commanded the Suffolk, of feventy guns, one of 
the fleet put under the command of fir Charles Wagers 
but does not appear to have proceeded with him to: the 
Mediterranean. In 1734 he was captain of the Kent, 
alfo a third rate of feventy guns, one of fir John Norris's 
fleet both during that and the following year. This is 
the laft naval command we can, with any certainty, Rate 
him to have held. On the 2gth of June 1744, he was 
appointed one of the commiffioners of the victualling- 

ice, a {tation he retained upwards of three years, till the 
ath of July1747. He was foon after- that appointed t

DELAVA. SFrancis Blake, —of Seaton Delaval, in 
the county of Northumberland, was the eldeft fon’ of 
Edward Delaval, efq. and Mary his wife, daughter of fir 
Francis Blake, of Coggs, in the county of Oxford, knight. 
Having entered into the naval fervice; after neceflarily 
paffing through the feveral fubordinate ftations of mid- 
thipman, lieutenant, and commander, during which period 
we have no account of him, he was, on the 26th of March 
1719, promoted to the command of the Gofport, a fifth 
rate of forty guns. In this fhip we find him, during the 
following year, to have ferved in the Baltic under fir John 
Norris. Having been promoted, in the month of Sep- 
tember, to the Worcefter, a fourth rate, he again ferved, in 
472%, with the fame flecz, under the fame admiral. This 
is the Jaft mention we find made of him in the fervice, 
from which we believe him foon afterwards to have to- 
tally retired. He married Rhoda, daughter of Robert ap- 
Reece, of Wafhingly,.in the county of Huntingdon, efy. 
by his wifé Sarah, third daughter of fir Thomas Huffey, of 

joddington Pigott, knight; and died at Seaton Delaval, 
on the 11th of December 1752, of a mortification in his 
\p, leaving iffue, by his lady, feven.fons and five 
di ughters. 

REGORY, Edward,—was, on the 11th of March 
3719, made captain of the Biddeford frigate, After a 
petiod of upwards of twenty years, {pent irreproachably 
in'the fervicey without having, as we believe, been fortu- 
nate enough to obtain any command where he could 
diftinguifh himfelf by any other means than by th 
fuavity of his manners, hé retired, of the 4th 
February 1739-46, with the hondurable fea st

WALDRON, or WALROND, John,—was, on the 
x3th of April, or, as others fay, on the goth of March 
1719, appointed captain of the Gibraltar frigate, of twenty 
fase fe was very foon afterwards removed into the 

reyheund, Fn this veifel he accompanied admiral fir 
John Norris to the Baltic in the years 1729 and 1721, 
After his return, at the end of the latter fe-fon, he was 
ordered to the Welt Indies, where, on the rgth of April 
1722, he had the misfortune to fall in with a number of 
gnarda coflas, compofing a force infinitely fuperior to his 
own: by thefe he was overpowered and murdered, toge- 
the with his furgeon, and Teen, oreight of hi¢ people. 
‘fhe licutcnant and feveral of the crew were wounded, 
and the frigate plundered of every thing On board that 
was valuable. Sated with thefe a%ts of piracy, the plun- 
derers thought proper, on a remonftrance, to reftore the 
reffel itfelt.

DURELL, Thomas,—was, on the gth of February 
1720, made captain of the Seahorfe, His appoint- 
ments we believe to have been totally confined to frigates, 
employed on fervices of little account, till the year 1731: 
fhe was then commiffioned to the Exeter, of fixty guns, one 
of the flect fent into the Meditcrrantan under the orders 
of fir Charles Wager. He quitted the Exeter foon after 
the return of the fleet to England; and was commiffioned to 
the Scarborough of twenty guns, Being ordered to the 
Weft Indies, he was fent to efcort a flect of merchans 
veffels, bound for the iand of Sal Tortuga, to load Salt, 
and while .on this fervice, is {aid to have been attacked 
by two Spanifh thips of the linc, which he moft gallantly 
employed fo long, that thirty-two out of thirty-fix veflels _ 
under his protection made their cleapc, as he ‘himfelf 
alfo did, after feeing his convoy infafety. On the eve of the 
rupturewith Speioane wasappuinted tothe Kent, of feventy 
guns. ‘This fhip was one of the {quadron ordered to fea 
under yice-admiral Vernon, when he failed on the expe- 
dition againft Porto Bello. .Mr. Durell, however, was 
lett behind, together with captain Falkingham, to cruife 

off 
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off cape Ortugal, for thirty days, under the command of” 
commodore Mayne, in the Lenox, in hopes they might be 
able to intercept the Azogues fhips.+ They were 
omlered, by Mr. Vernon, to return to England at the 
expiration of that time ; during which they were not for= 
tunate enough to meet with the hoped-for prizes.” As 
foon as the thips were reviétualled, and otherwife put in a 
Proper condition for fervice, captain Durell was again 
ordered out under commodore Mai 





ine, in the Orford, 
commanded by lord Auguftus Fitzroy, being fubltituted 
for the Elizabeth. 

While abfent on this fervice* they had the good 
fortune to fall in with and capture, after a defperate 
aétion, the Princeffa, a Spanifh thip of war, of feventy 
guns; the particulars of which encounter * have been 
already related ip’ the life of commodore Maine, and to 
that we have therefore only to add, that captain Durell 
had the misfortune to lofe his hand. 

After his return from this cruife the Kent was ots 
dered, into dock to receive a thorough repair; and captain 
Durell was remuved into the Elizabeth, a fhip of the fame 
rate as the former. In this command he died at fea, 
on the 23d of Auguft 1741, having been ever afterwards 
attached to the main fleet under the orders of fir John 
Norris, but without having met with any farther op* 
portunity of diltinguifhing himfelf. 

LUCK, or LUCH, James, —~earty in the ycar 1720, 
commanded the Bedford galley, a firefhip ordered out 
with the ficet fent into the Baltic under the command of 
fir John Norris. From this veffel he was, on the 29th 
of May 1720, advanced to be dina of the Port Mahon 
frigate, as fuccetfor to captain William Smith, who was 
himfelf promoted to the command of the Dartmouth, 
In the month of September captain Luck was advanced 
to the Gofport, of forty guns, one of the fleet fent again 
in the following year on the fame fervice and ftation the 
former had been. We hear nothing after this time till 
the’ year:1728, when he was appointed captain of the 
Winchelter, of fifty guns, one of the veffels kept in com- 
miffion a8 guards{hips during two or three fucceffive 

ears. No: interefted detail, conne&ed withyshe navat

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Jived to exercife the duties of a commander. He died at 
Plymouth on’ the 23{t of December 1736, being at that 
time Spin ofethe Canterbury. 

MORRIS, Daniel,—was, on the zoth of September 
1720, promoted to the command of the Port Mahon, a fri- 
gate, at that time abfent on fervice with the fleet in the Bal- 
tic. He continued in the fame fhip till after the year 
1726, having been then employed on the fame ftation as 
on the firft occafion, with the difference only of being 
under the orders of fir Charles Wager. After the return 
of the fleet into port captain Morris was removed into 
the Garland and fent th America. He died there on the 
the coaft of South Carolina on the 11th of July 1728. 

ORME, Humphry,—was, on the ift of Jute, 
pointed captain of the Winchelfea frigate. This is the 
only circumftance we are in poffeffion of relative to this 
gentleman, having even been unable to difcover the time 
or place of his deceafe. 

DDISH, Edward,—was, on the 28th of September, 
appointed captain of the Lion. How long he remained 
in that ftation we know not, but in 1726 we find him 
appointed to the Prefton, a fourth rate of fifty guns, one 
of the Baltic armament commanded by fir Charles Wager. 
He remained in England for fome time after his return 
from this very unconfequential fervice; but in the year 
1727 was ordered out to Gibraltar to join fir Charles 
Wager: Holftilities having, we believe, ceafed before his 
Arrival, he returned again to England, with the divifion of 
the flect under commodore Stewart, at the latter end of 
April 1728. In the month of pal 1729, he was once

uf Parma, He retained this command many years, 
-and died on the rgth of Auguft 1736, being at the time 
of his death fill the captain of the fame thip. 
SAUNDERS, Ambrofe,—- was, on the 24th of July, 
appointed captain of the Hampfhire. No other intelli- 
nce relative to this gentleman has come to our knows 
Bie, except that he died in Ireland on the 6th af March 
1731", being at thar time commander of the Seahorfe. 
FOWNSEND. Iisa, (2d),—was, on the 9th of Febru- 
ary 1719-20, appointed commander of the Succefs frigate. 
He was unfortunate enough, during the firlt twenty years 
of his employment as captain in the navy, never to have 
obtained the command of any thip employed on fo con« 
{picuous a fervice as to caufe any particular mention to be 
made of him. In 1739, immediately on the rupture 
taking place with Spain, he was appointed to the Shrewf 
bury, of eighty guns. In this thip he ferved, during the 
fummer of the year 1740, in the main or Channel fleet, 
commanded by fic John Norris. Rear-admiral fir Cha- 
loner Ogle, who commanded the thisd or rear divifion, 
having heifted his flag on board her. He afterwards ac- 
companied fir Chaloner ¢ to the Weft Indies, when or- 
dered thither to reinforce M®#, Vernon preparatory to the 
attack on Carthagena, When the fleet arrived off that 
ort, the Shrewfbury, together with the Norfolk and 
uffel, all {hips of etghty guns, were ordered to cannonade 
the two forts of St, ae and St. Philip, a fervice which 
was executed with fo much fpirit that in lefs than an hour 
Hey were both filenced, and immediately afterwards taken 
pofleffion of by a detachment of Britith grenadiers. 
After the fiegé was raifed, the Shrewfbury was one of the 
fhips ordered to return to Europe, and captain Townfend 
~ was removed into the Berwick, in which hip he ferved, 
during the year 1742, an the Mediterranean ftation. He, 
not lung afterwards, returned to England, but not in the 
above thip, which remained at Gibraltar ; and we have 
ino other information concerning him till the time of his 
promotion to be a flag officer.

dron, he failed from Gibraltar on the 2d of Auguit*, with 
the follgwing (hips under his command; the Lenox, of 
feventy guns (his flag thip), the Nreadnought, Worceller, 
and Kingtton, of fixty each ; the Hampfhire, Argyle, and 
Severn, of fifty; the Gibraltar of twenty ; and tha-Comet 
Romb-ketch, With thofe fhips he arrived off Martinico 
after a long paflage, on the 3d of O&ober; on which day 
ha was joined by the Pembroke, of fixty guns, and the 
Warwick of fifty; with two prizes, which they had juft 
before taken; one of them beinga letter of marque, mount- 
sing fixteen guns, whofe captain, being deceived by the 
appearance of the Pembroke, fired two or three broadfides, 
into her, which the former returning, carried away his 
migcen maft and killed the captain, together with ten of 
his people, The ifland of Martinico being at that tine 
gonliderably fireightened for provifions, Mr. Townfend 
contmued to cruife on that ftation for the purpofe of 
preventing the intrudu€tion of any fupplies thither, 
ir. Campbell is pleafed, on this occafion, as well as 
others of a fimilar nature, to indulge his humanity, and 
eale it, in a farcaftic remark, to the following effec. 
«* Admiral Townfend having received. information that 
thé inhabitants of Martinico were in great diftrefs for 
provifions, determined to remain on this Hation in order 
to prevent their receiving any fupplies from France; for 
though it be a maxim of honourable war, among Chrif- 
tian princes, not to murder fuch of eachother nieena 
do; es Highoia it is nevertticlefs upreccfally allowable 
te deftroy, by hunger, as. many cable men, womeny, 
and children ‘as they can. Go Angi litical Chritia—

fo ardently and induftrioufly undertakes, by protraéting a 
‘war, which, by a proper f{everity, might be foon brought 
to a conclufion. 
On the 22d of O&ober the vice-adiniral, being clofe in 
off the north end. of the ifland, difcovered fome thips to 
which he gave chace, and foon found two of them to 
be privateer floops, with a prize they had_ taken, a 
velfel, laden “with provifions, from Dublin. The latter 
‘was immediately recaptured, and one of the privateers 
funk. On the 31ft, about feven in the morning, the van 
"Yhips of the Englith {quadron made a fignal for fecing a 
fleet, confifticg of upwards of forty fail, coming round 
the fouth' end of Martinico, and keeping ‘clofe under the 
Shore, “Che admiral immediately gave chafe, and foon 
neared them fufficiently to difcover they were a French 
convoy, under the prote€tion of feveral thips of war, five 
or fix of which appearing to be’ large. The vice- 
admiral made the fenal for his fquadron to draw into a 
line ; but foon perceiving the French commanding officer, 
was ufing every poflible endeavour to avoid him and get 
off. without an aétion, he hawled down the fignal for ‘a 
line, and hoifting that for a general chace, made the ut- 
moft expedition in purfuing and attempting to clofe with 
the enemy. This meafure fucceeded in part fo well, that 
many of the merchant-fhips were driven to leeward and 
icked up by the fmaller thips of the fquadron. “Mr, 
‘ownfend ‘continued, to purfue the efcort with ‘the 
main body;.and about noon one of their fhips, called 
the Ruby, havifig carried away her main-top-maft, was 
forced on. fhore by the admiral himfelf, in the Lenox, after 
exchanging a-few broadfides. Luckily for the enemy's 
thip it grounded in,a fandy bay, were it was protedted 
miverytormidable battery, fo that nothing farther could by 
attempted toyrards its “Weltru@ion, which “merely the - 
‘ood fortune of the enemy prevented, there not being the 
Abualle sean of exertion on the part of the admiral “and 
‘thofe pnlier his command.” ‘ 
“Te , F4 The 
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Thé French commodore, who was on board a thip of 
eighty Bons, called'the Magnanime, efcaped by running 
under the guns of Fort Royal, by which, as well as’a 

‘on the oppafite fide of the bay mounting forty 
heavy guns, he was effectually D hiacocs from a farther 
sacks but having yan a-ground, owing fo the extremo 
Confufion occafioned by his hafty flight, the fhip lay in 
very dangerous fituation for upwards of forty-eight hours, 
and was not got off till after Erg faftained very confi- 
derabledamage. The.remainder of the day was employed 
ip cutting out feveral of their merchant-fhips which had 
anchored near the fhore, and in burning others which 
could not be got off : the lofs of the enemy in the conrfe of 
that afternoon amounting to apaese of twenty veffols, fif- 
teen of which were captured. Early on the next morning the 
Yice-admiral ordered in the Dreadnowght and Ipfwich tor 
attempt once more the deftruétion of the Ruby, which 
yas {till a-ground : but this enterprize, after exchanging 

_ two or three broadfides, was very reludtantly abandoned 

asimpraéticable. On the following day, the vice-admirat 
having received intelligence that a few more of the mer- 
chant-fhips had taken refuge in a fmall bay not far.diftant, 
he ordered in the Ipfwich, Severn, and Argyle to deflroy 
them. Two veffels, one a fhip, the other a fhow, were 
purnt: and-a brigantine with feveral others being ‘burnt 
along ‘hore by different detachments, on the whole 
upwards of thirty were either captured or completely de~ 
ftroyed. Intelligence was foon afterwards reccived by. 
the admiral, that one of the enemy’s thips of war, a ftout 
frigate of thirty-fix guns, having efcaped the Englifh, was 
tolt off Porto Rico ; f that the fate of very few flects was 
ever more difa{trous. 

To complete the misfortunes of the egemy, a fupply. 
they had purchafed at Sr, Enftatia, confifting of thyes ips 
Tagen with provifions, were intercepted on, their paflage 
to, Martinica, together with 4 privateer which atted .as 
their convoy. ¢ French. were by: thefe accumulated 
evils reduced to fo low an ebb as’ to be totally incapable 
of continuing their ufual depredations on.,ihe Britith 
coramerce, 2 however Mr. Campbell, a5 an hiftorian,

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fame degree of compaffion for private mifery, the moft 
philanthropic mind cannot perfuade itfelf thole diftreffes 
were not induced by the former condua of thofe v 
perfons an whom the : ronithraent fell, afterwards, 
griévoufly and defervedly. 

The vice-admiral returned to Europe not long afters 
wards; and was, on the 14th of July 1746, advanced ta 
be vice-admiral of the white; as he was, op the 15th of 
July 1747, to be admiral of the blue. In 1754 he was 
appointed governor of Greenwich-hofpital, a ftation in 
which he died, on the arft of November 1765, having 
in the intermediate time been appointed admiral of the 


white. 

WATERHOUSE, Thomas,—was, on the 24th of 
April 1720, appointed captain of the Bogert We hear 
wothing more of him till the month of January 1728, 
when he was appointed to the Loo, of forty guns, The 
fervices on which he was, if ever, afier the above time, 
employed, were, unfortunately for him, fo little confe~ 
quential, that we find no other particular mention made 
of him, except that he died fome time in the courfe of the 
year 1742,

BEAUCLERK, L6rd Vere,—-was the third fon of 
Charles, firft duke of St, Alban’s, and his wife, the lady 
Diana Vere, eldeft daughter, and, at length, fole heir to 
the right honourable Aubrey de Vere, the twentieth and 
Jaft earl of Oxford. He was born on the r4th of July 
3699) and having entered into the navy, was, after regu~ 
larly palling through the feveral {ubordinate ftations with 
1 cate(t reputation and.honour, on the zothof May 
172%, pe to the rink ‘of captain in the navy, and 
appoirited tothe Lyme frigate, one of the veflels kept im 
commiffipn during the peace in readinefs to. a@-on ‘any 
fudden emergency. One appeared to prefent itfelf in the 


month 
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thonth of December, when a fquadroh was ardered to be 
colleed with the utmoft-expedition, under fir Charles 
‘Wager, for’the purpofe of chaftifing the idfolence of the 
Portuguefe. The Lyme was ordered to attend this ar- 
mament; which in confequence of a timely fubmiffion, was 
never reduced to the neceflity of proceeding according to 
its original deftination. 

Jn the courfe, of the following fummer, he was 
ordered- to Lifbon and the Mediterranean; and after 
touching at the former place, repaired to his ftation, 
where he continued many yeats, employed as a cruifer, a 
fervice which, in time of peace, can, at moft, furnifh us 
with nothing more than a few uninterefling dates. Ne- 
verthelefs, as we with to infert all poflible information 
that we can colleét from every quarter foever, we hall 
add the following extract from Collins, the materials of 
which were not improbably furnifhed by his -lordfhip 
himfelf. 

«* His lordfhip left Gibraltar on September 31, 1722, 
and from thence failed to Leghorn for intelligence.” Being 
afterwards at Genoa, he departed from thence on De- 
cember 7, O.S. to cruize in the Mediterranean, and the 
Streights. On January rr, N.S. 1723, his lordthip 
entered the harbour of Lifbon, and in the fame year re- 
turned into the Mediterranean, where cruifing for fome 
time, and leaving Post Mahon, he arrived from thence 
at Lifbon on July 5, 1724. Having his ftation {till in the 
Mediterranean, whither he returned, he came again from 
Port Mahon on Oétober 24, the fame year; and continu- 
ing at Lifpon a fhort time, failed from thence for Genoa. 
in January, N.S. 1726, from whence he-returned after 
feveral trivial cruifesto Lifhon, on Auguft 6, 1726. On the 
12th he put to fea again for Gibraltar; and on September 
ait, following, joined fr Joho Jennings's fquadron, 
cruifing with him off Cape Stellary. © continuing 
in the mouth of the Streights during the months of Oéto- 
ber and November, he arrived at, Lifbon on December $,, 
from Gibraltar,” te 

We have this farther account of his Jordfhip,in the, 
London Gazette, No. 6596. , , 4 

« Whitehall, July 8, 1727. Yesterday arrived’ the 
lord. Vere Beauclerk, commander of his majefty’s ie the 

yiney 
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Lyme, di the 18th inftant from Gibraltar, by fir 
Charles with an account that he, having received 
advice from M. Vandermeer, at Madrid, of the figning 
of the preliminaries, had ordered the thips under his 
command to forbear all aéts of hoftility, the Spaniards at 
Cadiz, and in the bay of Gibraltar, having done the fike. 
With the lord Vere arrived alfo the lord Henry Beauclerk, 
and the lord Charles Hay ; the latter being fent by the earl 
of Portmore, governor of Gibraltar, with advice that a 
ceffation of arms had been agreed on between the faid 
overnor and the Conde de. las Torres, general of the 
panifh army.” 

His losdthip afterwards commanded the Hampton 
Court, one of the fquadron under fir Charles Wager, that 
failed from Spithead on July 14, 1733, to introducé the 
Spanifh garrifons into Tufcany. Before fir Charles left 
Leghorirhe fent lord Vere to the grand duke of Florence, 
with his compliments of excufe to him for not waiting in 
perfon, on account of the advanced feafon's making it 
neceffafy to haften his departure home. Accordingly, on 
December 10,1731, fir Charles, with part of his fqua- 
dron, (among which was the Hampton Court) arrived 
in twenty days at St. Helen’s from Gibraltar. 

His lord{fhip was, after pafling through a regular fuc- 
ceffion of inferier commands, advanced to the rank of 
gommodore in his majefly's navy; and having refigned 
that command, was, omMarch 7, 1737-8, conftituted one 
of the commiffioriers for executing the office of high 
admiral of Great Britain and Ireland. He continued 
commiffioner of the admiralty, with intermiflionst, 
till he voluntarily» refigned in July 1749. After

His 
doxtfhip was, in 1727, eleéted one of the reembers forthe 
‘borough of New Windfor, in Berkthire, to the firit par- 
Tiament called by king George the Second; and fat for the 
fame place in the next, which was convened for the dif’ 
patch of bufinefs on January 14, 1734-5, and was the 
eighth parliament of Great Britain. At the general 
ele&tion in 1741 he was returned for the town of Ply- 
mouth, in Devonfhire; for which he was alfo chofen, in 
1747, to the tenth parliament of Great Britain; but before 
the conclufion of that aifembly, his late majefty was pleafed 
to create him a peer of Great Britain, by the flile and 
title of lor Vere, of Hanworth, in the county of Middle- 
fex, by letters patent, bearing date March 28, 17507, 
whereupon he was introduced into the houfe of pecrs, 
and took his feat there on the oth of the fame month. 
On the refignation of his brother, then duke or St. 
Alban's, in 1761, his lurdfhip fucceeded him as lord lieu- 
tenant and cuftos rotulorum of the county of Berks, an 
office which he himfelf fome time afterwards alfo refigned. 
In April 1736, his lordfhip married Mary, eldeft daughter 
and coheir of Thomas Chainbers, of Hanworth, ‘in the 
county of Middlefex, efg., by his wife, the lady Mary 
Berkeley, fitter of James, third earl of Berkeley; and by 
her ladythip (who was fitter to the late countefs ‘Templc) 
had iffue four fons; 1. Vere; 2. Chambers; 3. Sackvilie, 
who all died young ; and 4. Aubrey: and two daughters; 
1. Elizabeth, who died young; 2. Mary, born December

CONSETT, Mathew, —~ was, on the 19th of April 
3721, appointed captain of the Experiment. The only. 
fubfequent command in which we find him was that of 
the Dover, of forty guns, to which he was appointed in 
the month of January 1728. No other mention what- 
ever is made of him, except that he is faid tu have died 
fometime in the courfe of the year 1749, having, as we 
believe, quittcd the fervice many years previous to his 
deceafe. F 

CUNDITT, John,—was, on the 2oth of January 
1721, appointed captain of the Dolphin*. We have not 
been able to learn any thing farther concerning him, 
except that he died in England on the 26th of April 
1724. 

MEDLEY, Henry, — was, in the year 1720, com~ 
mander,of the Pool firefhip, onc of the fleet fent inta 
the Baltic under the orders of fir John Norris. 
He was, on-the 17th of February 1721, promoted 
to the rank of captain in the navy, and appointed to the 
York, a fourth rate of fixty guns; in which fhip he again 
ferved'on the Baltic ftation. After his return he was or- 
dered to join the fguadron intended to be fent to Lifbon 
under fir Charles Wager, which, as we have frequently 
obfervéd, Beyer put to féa, Early in the following year 
he was appointed to the Leopard, and fent to the Mediter- 
yanean, [he only confequential mention we find made 
of him while employed there is, having, jn conjunétion 
with captain Scot, in the Dragon, feized a thip called tha 
Revolution, lying within the mole of Genoa, upon infare 
mation of her being in the Pretender's fervice. 

Mr. Medley's next command appears to have been that 
of the Romney, a fifty gun thip, put in commiffion.as ono 
of the armament Intended to be fent to the Mediterranean 
under the command of fir Charles Wager, but which wae. 
one af thofe which did not proceed on that fervice. . We 
find’no mtentioathade of him from: thjs time till the year:

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3740, when he comutanded'the Naffar, of feventy'gins, 
ne of the fleet employed in the Channel tinder the orders 
of fit ‘Johm Norris.” What admiral retutping into port 
with the principal part of the fleet in the month of Auguft, 
the Naffau was left with fome other thips to cruife off the 
coaft of Spain, as well in thehope of diftrefling the trade of 
the enemy as protecting that of Britain. Ini this fervicé he 
was'at lealt very active, if not fuccefsful, Having captured 
feveral fmall veflels, which, though of no great value, 
fafliciently prove. his diligence and affiduity in attending 
properly to the fetvice of his country. 

-_ He did not long rewain in the Naffav, that thip being 
fent to the Mediterranean, under Mr. Leftock in the fol- 
Towing year, commanded by captain Lloyd. We do not 
know any thing farther concerning him, except that fora 
fhort time he is faid to have been firft captain to fir John 
Norris during the latter end of the year 1742, and the 
beginning of the following year, till his Sipe, onthe 
9th of June 1744, to be rear admiral of the white, whiel 
washis firit flag. Inthe month of November he was ap- 
pointed to command a {mall fquadron ordered to cruife in 
foundings; and failed on the 18th, on that fervice, in 
company with vice-admiral Davers, who was proceeding 
witha fquadron to Jamaica. Mr. Beaky diligently kept 
his ftation, though at the moft inhofpitable feafon of the 
year, not having returned to Spithead till the 23d of Ja- 
nuary. He met with fome good fortune, havin, bea Sie 
two or three valuable prizes; which, thotgh a fuccéfs by 
no means adequate to his wifhes or deferts, was greater 
than that which had attended many expeditions of greater 
confequence, and under the command of men of the moft 
diftinguifhed popularity. On the 23d of April 1745, he 
was adyanced to be vice-admiral of the blue, having been 
a few days before appointed to command a fquadron fent 
to the Mediterranean, where, on his arrival, he was to take 
upon him the chief command. 

The war in that part of the world had Jahguifhed for 
fome time, as mouft ever be the cafe where there’ is 10 
enemy; or at moft an impotent one, to’ contend with. 
‘The cautious condué ucd ‘by France and Spain,-ever 
fince'the encounter off Fopion, comptlied the prefence af 
@ Britith armament in thofe {€as, at an enormous incon~ 

venience 
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venience and expence, but with very little difficulty or 
trouble to themfelyes. Their thips in a conftant ftate of 
equipment continued in their ide withont incurring 
danger, or even rifk; and by employing fo | a portion 
of the Britith naval force to watch them, afforded them 
every affiftance,which they could have derived from their 
“meeting it in open combat. This politic behaviour on 
the part of the foe, although demanding the utmoft dili- 
gence and care on the part of the Britifh admiral, afforded 
him but little, or, indeed, no spenrnaniy acquiring 
that degree of celebrity neceffary to eftablith a popular 
chasa&ter. Neverthelefs, the temperate part of his 
countrymen cannot in juitiee withold from him that.cool 
and fober kind of applaufe, which is the undeniable tri- 
bute due to every honeft, careful, and affiduous comman- 
der. On the 15th.of July 1747, Mr, Medley was ad- 
vanced to the rank of vice-admiral of the red, and conti- 
nued in the very unegvieble ftation we have alsead 
defcribed till the time of his death, an event which too] 
place at Vado, onthe sth of Auguft +747, hethen having 
his flag Aying on board the Ruffel. 

WELLER, John, —was, on the 7th of April 1721, 
appointed captain of the Garland. His next promotion 
‘was, as we believe, in the ycar 1726, to the command of 
the Hamphhire, of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent into the 
Baltic under fir Charles Wager: This gentleman 
pears to have had a very indiffcrent ftare of health, and 
particularly to have been grievoully afflicted with the fone, 
a difeafe which in the end put a period to his exiftence, 
after having for many years endured, with the greateft 
firmnefs, al] the torments attendant on the complains 
itfelf, and undergone one of the fevereft operations, per~ 
haps, in all furgery, in the hope of being cured. The 
above misfortune will beft account for his not having been, 
fas as we have been able to difcover, ever engaged imany 
very a€tive fervice. Not long after the commencement 
of the Spanith war he was appointed captain of the 
“Dyhlin-yacht, a ftation which he refigned to his fon in the 
year4748min canfequence of the ill health with which he 
was affli _Ayvrear-admiral Hardy's lift he is faid to.

BRAITHWAITE, Samuel,—was, on the’ 28th of 
anuary 1721-2, promoted to be captain of the Exeter. 
he only ai ieceti conitiane in which we find him 
was that of the Kingfton, a fourth rate of fixty guns, one 
of eight two-decked fhips put in commiffion on the asth 
of February 1727, and intended ta form 2 part of the fleet 
colleéting for the Baltic. The deftination, however, of 
feveral of the thips was afterwards changed, and in this 
number the Kinglton was included, being fent, in the 
month of June following to Gibraltar, with a convoy of 
tranfports, having troops on board for the reinforcement 
of'that gasrifon. The Kingfton remained on that ftation, 
under fir Charles Wager, during the continuance of the 
thort rupture ; and when that was concluded, was ordered, 
with feveral other fhips of war, to convoy back to Ireland 
the different regiments that had been drawn from thence 
on the above emergency. We do not find captain Braith- 
‘waite to have held any command fubfequent to that of the 
Kingfton, and believe him to have totally retired from 
the fervice sna ears before his death, which happened 

in the month o ae 1750, or, as others fay, HOAs 
LAWES, Jofeph, — was, on ‘the 28th of OGober 
1722, appointed captain of tHe Mermaid; and in the 
month of February 1726-7, was promoted to the-com- 
mand of the Lyon, a fourth rate, fitted out with thé fame 
intention the Kingfton was, Which we have dready 
soticed in the life of captain Braithwaite.“ The Tyga

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allo did nox proceed tp the Baltic, but ace ied. the 
pepetoa to Ginter and failed from shence-to the Welt 
Tadgi¢s, ia the manth of December, with Mg. Hopfon*, 
who was spppinted tothe chief command ip that part 
the world. On his return from thence the Lyon'was paic 
off, and captain Lawes is not known to haye held any 
fubfequent command till the year 1731, when he was 
made captain of the Flamborough, a fixth rate of twenty 
guns, one of four yeffels, all of the fame defcription, 
ordered to be fuddenly equipped and fent to the Welt 
Indi¢s for the purpofe of reftraining the infults and depre- 
dations then daily committed by the Spanith guarda cofta's 
in that part of the world, hether captain Lawes ever 
proceeded: on the above fervice does not clearly appear, 
nor do we know any thing farther relative to him, except 
that he died at,Plymouth on the 19th of March {733 
bejng at that time commander of the York, to which fhip 
he had been juft before appointed. 

. MACCARTHY, Robert, commonly called Lord Muf- 
kerry,—-was the eldeft fon of Charles Maccarthy, earl 
of Clatcarty, in the kingdom of Jreland. This unfortu- 
gate nobleman having exerted him{elf in the molt con- 
fpicuous manner in lwpport of the arbitrary meafures of 
king James the Second, was attainted by act of pajlia- 
ment, His fon, beimg born after the above event, was, 
confequently, not implicated in his guilt, and was always 
cifingsilned by the fame honorary title he would have had 
@ legal right to, had nat his father's delinquency deftrey- 
ed it. The family poffeffions, being nearly annihilated 
by the foregoing procedure, his lord(hip entered early in 
life into the nayy, and was, on the 17th of Masch 1721-2, 
appointed taptain of the Solebay. We bear nahin of 
him after that time till the month of January 1728, when 
he was appointed captain of the Adventyre, a large fifth 
Tate rooting {ory ns. In 3729 that thip was one of 
the fleet collec ithead, under fir Charles Wagers 
From thence. he wag fent to the Welt Indies, where he 
gontinued two years without any opportunity of figna;

¢ conduét of the Britifh was of courfe equally:ami- 
cable and polite, Several Spanifh thips of war, with a 
confiderable quantity of fpecie on board, having been 
wrecked on Point Pedro fhoals; off the ifland of Jamaica, 
all poffible exertions were made to fave the money. 
Thefe were fo fuccefsfut, that, in the month of April 1732, 
two" hundred and twenty thoufand pieces of eight, belong- 
ing to'the public treafure, were carried by his lordthip to, 
€adiz, together with an males fam equal in value, 
as it was faid, to the above. ¢ are unacquainted with 
any command his lordfhip held after the above time, not- 
withftanding we believe him to have been occafionall: 
employed, more particularly previous to the eee with 
Spain in 1739. Having then fallen under the unhappy fuf- 
picion of being ftrongly infeéted with thofe principles and 
attachments, which had on a former occafion proved the 
ruin of his father; he Was ordéred to be ftrnck off the 
Lift of naval officers on the 16th of July 1749. He after- 
awards entered into a foreign fervice, fo that the time of his 
‘Geath is unknown to us. b 
~“SOLGUARD, Peter,—was a gentleman of foreign 
extraction, we believe Danith ; and huving entered ittto 
the Englith fervice, was, on the 2d of July 1722, appointed 
captain of the Greyhound. He remained in the fame 
command feveral years, ferving in the Welt Indies 
under vice-admiral Hofier, where he had at leait an equal 
fhrare with his cotemporaries in the feveral events which 
took place there, and was popaifo without his portion of 
fuccefs. His moft confequenttal Tervice was the capture of 
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the continuance of the enfoing. armed p In thes 
interval he commanded the Heétor of fay amon the 
por snect the pacattinn and Pete the sie Ook of 
7% one ie ii the profpedt « 8 rupture 
with; Spain, -he was Popoined captain, in. 17395 of 
the Berwick, of feventy guns, in which fhip he .was 
immediately afterwards . ordered for. the iterra- 
nean. Soon after his arrival at Gibraltar, he was mot 
unhappily feized with a fever of which he died at that 
Place: on the toth of March, 1740. Of this. gentleman 
we have briefly to remark, that as no man ever lived more 
¢itcemed, fo did no one ever die more lamented. It 
may be truly added, and without a figure, that at his ee 
gal, every feaman, every officer, under his command, be- 
wailed him as affectionately as if each individual had loft 
a friend moft truly beloved, or a parent moft highly revered.

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Macdksfield.: Having very early im. life difcovered’he 
ftrongeft propenfity to the naval fervice, he received the 
Cduenion effary for fuch a purfuit; and paffing 
through the fe mate {tations of midfhipman and Jieu= 
ténaitt with mitch credit arid reputation, was, in 1722, 
advanced to the rank of commander of the Weazle floop. 
He was, on the tft of February 1723-4, promoted tot 
yank of captain, and appointed to the Seance frigate. 
No mention is made cither of the fervices or {tations on 
whick he waa employed, or even the fhips he commanded, 
tilt the year a7 at which time he was captain of the 
Diamond, a fifth rate of forty guns. This veffel was one 
of thofe otiginally intended to lave been fent to the Me- 
diterranedn with fir Charles Wager, but never proceeded 
thither. In 1737, till which time we have no farther ac- 
eobunt of him, he was appointed to the Centurion of fixty 

wns, and fent as commanding officer, with a diftinguifh- 
ing pendant, to the coalt of Africa, from whence he paffed 
to Carolina. On the eve of the rupture with Spain he 
was pitched upon to command a fquadrony con- 
fifting of five or fix two-decked hips, having on board a 
body of land forces under colonel Bland, “This forcs was 
intended to be fent to the Eaft Indjes, on an-expedition 
againit the valuable Spanith fettlement of Manilla or Lu- 
‘onia, one of the-Philippine iflands. This force, taking 
its fuccefs as an abfolute certainty, was to be there joined 
“by 2 {quadron of equal force, commanded by the 
brave and unfortunate captain Cornwall, who ‘was 
to have proceeded to the we(tward round Cape Horn; and 
after attacking and deltroying as far as poffible the Spanifh 
fettlements on the Weltern coatt of Amcrica, was to have 
formed the junction juft {tated ; they were then jointly 
to attempt any enterprize {till greater, which their 
own prudence and ability foight fuggeft to them the pow- 
er a arsing into execution with ea. 

This plan, which appeared exceeding feafible and likely

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and though his inftru@ions bore date on the 37 R of the 
fame momth ; through forne unaccountable’and unpardon- 
able delay, thefe were not delivered to hig el] the a8vh of 
June fotlowing. He repaired immediately to Portfmouth, 
where he found his fquadron colleéted, but in no ¢ondi-~ 
tion for fea, there’ being at teaft a deficiency of three 
hundred -men in the ditterent thip’s complements of fea~ 
men. This inconvenience the commodore was affured 
fhould be immediately remedied, by his having a nusyber 
equal to his wants turned over from on board the fleet then:

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obly of 'thefe émbarked, being'thole thoft feeble and in-! 
bass of effgéting their efcxpe from a fervice which their 
raider uit confidered as fending them to # certain 
@eath. 'e cannot refrain from altenting toa remark 
made by Campbell on this occafion, that in cafés like the 
prefent it is not eafy to determine which we fhould moft’ 
execrate, the heads or the hearts.of thofe who are entrufted 
with the management of public affairs. ‘hat it furely could 
require but avery moderate fhare of underftanding to know 
that troops of fuch a defcription fo far from being in any’ 
degree ferviceable, mutt neceffarily prove a burdenfomeob- 
ftruétion to the fuccefs of an expedition, which, from its 
very nature, required health, ftrength, and vigour in its 
utmoft perfection. As ta heart, could any thing be ima- 
Reed more inhuman, than treacheroufly dragging from 
their peaceful habitations, and the chjoyment of a fcanty 
reward for Ft fervices, a number of decrepit o'd men, 
confcious of their own inability to render fartber fervice 
to their country, and certain of a moft inglorious cata- 
ftrophe. : 

To fupply the deficiency of the intended force occa- 
fioned by the above defertion, miniftry, as if fill 
refolutely bent on doing every thing in their power to 
‘prevent even the poffibility of fuccefs, ordered three com: 
panies of marines, conlifting of two hundred and ten men, 
tobe embarked. Thole were newly raifed, confequently 
totally uninured to the fatigues, even of Chanhel fervice, 
and ignorant of all military diflipline. Having received 
this wonderful reinforcement the fquadron dropped down 
to St. Helen's, on the oth of Auguft, to take advan 
of the firit fpurt of fair wind. The abfurdity of 
meafures which had been uniformly purfued in the ma- 
nagement of she whole expedition was not yet complete, 
for, as Campbell obferves, inftead of fuffering Mr. Anfon 
to proceed and tide it down Channel, as: he might have 
done in light winds with his fmall. {quadroh, he was 
ordered to fail from St. Helen's with the two fleets col- 
le€ted there under fir Chaloper Ogle and admiral Balchen, 
amounting to one hundred and forty-five fail. It being 
impolfiblé for fo great 2 number of thips to proceed to 
fea fafely without.an cafterly of wind, a¢onfides- 
ple time Was in vain confi for p 
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jartunity ;. and when weary of fruitlefs expectation, t 
fords j a Jaft ordered Mr. Anfor to make the of 
of his way with bis own {quadrdn_withour waiting’ for 
the other Heets, , He failed on the 18th of September with 
aig wind, nearly weft, and ‘in four days cleared thé 

annel. 

Hi force confifted of the Centurion, his own fhip, ¢ 
fixty guns; the Severn and Gloucefter, of fifty; the Bear 
of forty; the Wager ftorefhip, an old Indiaman, mount- 
ing. twenty guns, purchafed into the fervice, and fey 
unfit to be fent on fo dangerous a voyage; and the Trial, - 
a {now carrying cight guns: to hee were added two 
viGuallers, one of four, the ether of two hundred tons 
burthen. The land forces, that is to fay the invalids, 
and marines, amounting together to four hundred and 
feventy men, were commanded by colonel Cracherade, 
From what we have premifed it may be concluded, that 
all unprejudiced perfons could entertain but very flender 
hopes of fuccefs. The force was in itfelF by no means 
adequete to the magnitude of the ufdertaking ; and the 
extraordinary delay from the month of January, when the 
expedition was fir arranged, to the month of September, 
when it proceeded to fea, riot only enabled, as it was well 
Known, the Spaniands to equip and fend to fea a fquadron 
of fuperior, force to counteract its operations, but expofed 
Mr. Anfon and his fhips to the extreme danger of maki 
their paffage round Cape Horn, and paffing through thofe 
very inclement feas at the moft inhofpitable and improper 
feafon ; a circumftance that contributed more to the fub- 
fequent fafety of the enemy’s fettlements than their ability 
of refiftance, cither from the ftrength of their fortifica- 
tions or that of Mr. Pizarro’s {quadron. 4 

Mr. Anfon being at length at Siberty to purfue his 
voyage, ftecred for the ifland of Madeira; but as if Pto~ 
vidence had leagued with the authors of his former delay, 
and united to effet the utter ruin of this apparently de- 
yoted (quadron, he was t! inne feven days on his paffage 
thither, a ruin which is moft frequently made, if the wind

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Wweltward df that iffand for fevéral dys: this was in truth 
the very Tgugdron, tinder ddmiral ‘Don Pizarro, of whith 
ir have already made mention. ‘The corntnodore ithme- 
iately difpatched a frpall veffel to recorinojtre ; but, thé 
having returned without affording him any inforhatio 
and the water of the fquadron being completed, he fail 
on the 3d of November, {téering for the coaft of Brazil. 
‘On the 28th he croffed the line, and on thé 21ft of De- 
ember cathe to an anchor at the ifland of St. Catherine's. 
The crews of the different fhips having become fickly 
during the paflage, it was neceffary to remain at the port 
‘above-mentioned for a fhort time, in the hope of recover- 
ing them by the fuppofed falubrity of the climate, and the 
conftant ufe of freth provifions. Mr. Anfon was, how- 
ever; much deceived in thefe too fanguine expeétations ; 
the climate itfelf not being by any means fo healthy, or the 
Portuguefe fo hofpitable as they were genetally repre- 
fented; infomuch that the nimber of fick was aétuall 
rather encreafed than diminifhed during his coritinuahce 
there. The thips having fet up their rigging an¥ com- 
leted other little necelfary duties and repairs, as well as 
lufficiently recruited their tock Of ptovifion and'‘water, fhe 
commodore left St. Catherine’s ‘on the 18th of Jannaty 
fteering to the fouthward, along the Weltern coaft ‘of 
America: and, as it was higlily probable that, confider- 
ing the inhofpitable climate, rendered flill more hoftile by 
the dangerous feafon of the year, the fquadron might be 
feparaicd, three different places of rendezvous were, with 
the moft prudent precaution, appointed. The firft, at 
the port of St. Julian on the coaft of patganih sists fe- 
eal at the iffland of Socoro in the South Seas; and the 
third, at Juan Fernandez. As had been forefven, the 
“Pearl feparated from the reit of the fquadron foon after it 
failed from St, Catherine’s, and did not rejoin it till’a Very 
Shors time before they made thé harbour of Sr. Julian. 
iring her abfence fhe was chaced, ab Very" natrow! 
efcaped being taken by the Spahifh fqiadron, the ‘matt 
pérfeét account of Mr. Anfon’s forte and fnovemierits 
ving been fent to Pizarro, at Bucnés Ayres, through the - 
treachery of the Portuguefe governor, .at ‘St. Cathetine’s. 
phe inter tion was fo correct ‘and ‘precife, that ‘the 
“ Bpanith commander was enabled to ‘difgulfe his Thips fo 
completely 
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completely as'to enable them to pafs on ail thof wha 
were not the moft accnrate judges for thofé under Mr. 
Anton , and the very form of the Commodore's broad, ox 
diftinguithing pendant was fo ‘pet fey imitated, that the 
officers and ‘crew of:the Pearl were very‘near falling vice 
tims to the treacherous delafion. 

The Trial floop having loft her main-maft-during her 

ffage, the neceifary repair rendered their ftay at ‘the 
ifland of St. Julian, where they arrived on the 18th of 
February, longer than had been at firit propofed ; but the 
whole being accomplithed by the 27th, the {quadron again 

ut to fea and paffed the ftreights le Maire on the 7th oF 

larch, /Thefe were confide-red as the boundary of theix 
troubles, the entrance into the Pacific Ocean, where 
they would have no ftorms to encounter, ‘hor sny other 
occupation but that of diftreffing the enemies of their 
country and-enriching themftlves. The thips, taking all 
circumftances together, were far from being in-a bal 
condition for fervice, their crews not remarkaily um 
healthy, and thofe who were opprelfed with difeafe would, 
fas it was hoped, loon recoves under the bemgn influence of 
t milder climate, and thofe repeated opportunities which 
wereexpeated of procuring -frefh provifions, from ‘their 
foes or otherwife. 5 

‘Thefe pleafing ideas were fcarcely raifed ‘ere 
vanithed. The fternmoft thips of the fquadron had not 
cleared the ftreigins when a moft tremendous ‘hurricane 
arofe which had nearly driven them on fhore. Having 
efcaped this imminent danger, they were inceffantly ex- 
pofed, during a petiod of ‘two months, to all the horrors 
‘and'dangets ‘of a molt impetnéus tempat. During ‘this 
Rittte ‘the thips fuftained the molt feridus dantage in their 
Thafts and-rigeing ; their hulls were fo firained as, gure 
‘ively fpeaking, totidmit water at featn , andthe crests 
‘themfelves became fo weak and fekly ‘as to have feareeby 
Breer and energy fafficient to work their crazy thattered 
svefitls, 'Yetthrough all this complicated difirefs, owing

Two of them, the Severn and Pearl, were obliged 
to, put backs the.Wager ftorethip refolutely perfeverin 
in the attempt, was wrecked; the commodore himfelt, 
with. the Gloucefter, the Trial floop, and Anna pink, 
viGtualler, were all that made their paffage to the 
ifland of Juan. Fernandez. 
+ To return to Mr. Anfon. After having with the moft 
incredible difficulty-fuccceded in making his pallage sound 
Cape Horn, notwithftanding it was the opinion of every 
man in the fhip that none furvived the tempeft bur 
themfe!ves, he proceeded for the firlt appointed rendez- 
vous, where having cruifed in vain for spweris of 4 forty 
nicht, in hopes of meeting with fome thips of the {qua- 
dro:;, and being difappointed, was confequently, together 
with his people, firengthened in the firft opinion... Still 
did he hold it hi: indifpemfible duty to. perfevere while the 
poflibility of fulfilling his firft inftruGions exifted »he ac- 
cordingly fteered for the ifland of Juan Fernandez, and 
on the 28th of May arrived actually in fight of it; but 
from its appearance, in confequence of the ftate of the 
atmofphere at that time, it was deemed only a cloud. 
‘The thip accordingly altered her courfe, and on the 30th 
of May the crew were convinced of their former errar by a 
more perfect fight of the high land of Chili. Their 
Rate was now become aly deplorable, water was grows 
very fhort, and the people fo fickly that it was no uncom, 
amon difafter for fix or feven of them to die in the courle 
of twenty-four hours. Thofe who furvived ‘were fo en- 
fecbled that they almoft defpaired of reaching the fertile 
-and fa'ubrious fpot_where their health might again. be 
renovated. 11 de Cooniron., ate Powereyo, fortyaate 
enough to reach this obje@ of gencral with on the gth of 
Jone. So reduced were her crew. by.athe feat and. 
fatigue, that of four hundred and, fifty.-men who, three 
anenibs before paifed the ftreights Le- Maire, , in twhat 
might be called good health and vigour, fearce half-that 
number were alive ; and fo. many of the furvivors confined 
to their. hammocks that, with manyal affiltance. of all

firft bifinels entered upon‘was) as might be reas 
fonably fuppofed, the landing of their fick; from the 
{péedy recovery of whom the commodore found the report 
of the falubrity of the climate, and the vegetable produc. 
tions of the iland, particularly in cafes of perfonsaficted 
with the fcurvy, by no means exaggerated; for though a 
very confiderable number might be confidered, in the faft 
ftage of that diftemper, yet, after the two firlt days, fearce 
ten perfons died during the time of their contiuance on 
the ifland, a period of three months. The commodore was 
fometimeafterwards joined by the Glouceiter, Tria! floop, 
and Anna pink, vidtualler ; the two former, if poifible, ina 
worfe condition than the Centurion had been. The health 
of the furvivors was, however, reftored, and the fhips ree 
Aitted as well as circumftances would admit. Such was 
the ftate of affairs when a ftrange fhip was difcovered in 
the offing. The Centurion being in the moft forward ftate 
of equipment, the commodore immediately flipped his 
cable and ran out to fea in-purfuit. The veilel he had 
feen efcaped for the night ; but to make him amends for 
this temporary difappomtment, he fell in with and cap- 
toured her'on the following day. She proved to be a 
Spanifh merchanthhip with a cargo of confiderable value, 
and fome fpecie, bound coaftwife. Finding, by letters 
taken in the prize, ‘as well the information of the people, 
that fome confiderable captures might probably be made 
before the coaft was fufticiently alarmed to keep their 
veffels in port, the commodore, on his return to Juah 
¥ernandez, made every poffible difpatch in getting the 
Gloucefter and Trial ready for fea, the victualler having 
heoh condemned. and broke up. They accordingly, as 
‘well as himfelf, madevevery poffible dilpatch in getting 
ready for their final departure from the hofpitable {pot 
whence they hid derived fo mach fuccour. 
‘The Centurion, and the Trya! floop*, together with 
the Prize thip, the Carmelo, which was fitted as a eruifer 
awith' the Vi jer’s guns, in the‘belt manner circum- 
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@imees Would permit, failed from Juan Fernandez with 
the above intention, leaving the Gloucefter, which thip 
gras not im quite fo forward a ftate to follow them. The 
Centurion wias (oon joined by the Tryal, with avery large 
md valudble thip the had taken, but had fuftained fo much 
inher smafts during the chace, znd was morcover 
found to be fo very leaky and defeétive as tn be totally 
mrfit for fervice : it was therefore refolved to fcuttle her®, 
find commiffion the prize as an Englifh frigate, fhe 
having been formerly employed as one in the Spanith fer- 
wice. The commodore and his new confort afterwards 
eruifed:in company, and were fuccefsful enough to take 
two prizes of no inconfiderable value to the,Spaniards, 
Dut lefs to the captors, who had no means of difpofing of 
ahem. The commodore finding, however, that the coaft 
avas alarmed, and little farther fuccefs was on that account 
to be expected by continuing his former employment, and 
shaving alfo received information that a confiderable trea- 
fure was then lying at Paita, a Spanith town within a few 
Aeagues ofhim, and by no means fodefended as to be’capable 
of making any confiderable refiftance, he insmediazely re- 
ofolved to bend his courfe thither, and when at aconventent 
liftance to attempt furprifing it, with his boats manned 
‘and armed. = 
Having arrived on the ftation he judged proper to com- 
amence operations ‘from, fifty-eight men were chofen from 
the-different crews, anti put under the command of Mr. 
afterwards fir Piercy Brett, the commodore's firtt lieute- 
‘nant with a proper quantity of:arms and ammunition: 
‘The boats left the thips two hours before mitinight, and My. 
Brett-with hts people’ managed their bufinefs with fo much 
saddrefs and fprrit, that by the morning they were in com- 
splete and undifturbed poffeffion of the: town, together with 
<a fmall fort which was its only defence. The commodore 
‘and his thips ftood after the boats under an cafy fail, and 
atday break the next morning had the faritfaGtion of learn- 
ag ee complete fuceets of his detachment from’ the fight 
tof the Englith colours which were hoifted:on the crea 
fort. “Fhe:cemoval of every thing that was moft taluable 
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from the town, on’board the fquadron, immediately took 
place; and {6 much diligence was ufed im the tsan{portay 
tion * of ‘them, fuch care in properly Warricading and 
guarding the different. avenues, that the whale bufingly 
was completed in three days without the {mallet intes- 
ruptae on the part of the cen The governor .ax 
inhabitants, who all made their efcape and readezvonple 
in great numbers on a hill ata mall diftance, having re- 
futed to ranfom the town, notwith(tanding many liber) 
offers were made to them for that purpofe, the commay 
dore, after having, according to his previous promife, 
landed the prifoners he had made in te feveral prizes, 
ordered it to be fet on fire. He immediately quitied the 
bay after faving funk five or fix veffels which he found 
there that were of no ufe to him; and brought off a thip, 
called the Solidad, which, having the charaéter of a prime 
failer, he thought might be ufeful in his fyture operations, 
He failed from Paita on the 16th of November, and 
was two days afterwards joined by the Gloucefter, who 
had onjy taken two {mall veffels. The grand object and 
point of their future operations was the capture of the 
galleon, which,.according to the common courfe of events, 
‘was expected to arrive from Manila, at Acapulco, in the 
month of January following. It was only the middle of 
November, and it was therefore reafonably expeéted that 
the fquadron would beable to get into the neceffary lati- 
tude in proper time. 'The force under the commodore, 
including prizes, amounted.to eight fhips; but two ofthem 
were t found fuch indifferent failers, that, to prevent delay, 
they were ordered to, be,cleared of the moft valuable part 
of their cargoes and then fet on fire, as was a third imme- 
diately afterwards. In the beginning of December. the 
fquadron arrived at the ifland of Quibo, neap the bay af 
Poiana, ‘The commodore, while at Juan Fernandez, 
had formed to himftif hopes of procuring at this place a 
reinforcement af men aorofs the ifthmus of Darien from 
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Mr. Vernon, who he well knew was fent on the expedi= 
[ inft Canhagena. But thefe ex; ions were 
&nnihilated by letters found on board of the prizes, 
from which he learht that that enterprize had failed; fo 
that, after a ftay of sight days, the fquadron left: Quiba, 
Rteering their courfe for the coaft’of Mexico. “Previous 
to their departure the commodore diftributed to the cap- 
tains and commanders of all the different thips orders for 
them, in tafe of feparation, to ufe their utmoft endeavours 
to get'a little to the northward of the harbour of Aca- 
pulco, that being the track of the expected prize. But 
‘though the thips never loft fight of each other, they were 
fo much retarded by calms, contrary winds, and other 
caufes, that they did not fall in with the cd&ft of Mexico 
till the 29th of January. : d 
~ Now were the hopes of every indivjdual in the fqua- 
dron raifed to the higheft pitch; each flattering himfelf 
with the pleafing golden dream of returning. back to his 
native country fufficiently enriched, according to their 
different ftations, to e them amends for Jabour, 
‘Yatigue, and complicated mifery, induced by difeafe, al 
which by far the greater part of them had felt in their 
thoft fevere thape. This happy delufion was foon fruf- 
trated, or, at leaft, the poffeflion of their expefted riches 
was for fome time poftponed, for the commodore learnt 
from three ne; which were furprized in a canoe by 
“the crew of his barge, off the harbour of Acapulco, that 
the galleon’ had arrived there of the gth of | lanuary, 
twenty days before he himfelf made the coaft. a pal- 
liative to this difappointment he learnt, through the is 
channel, that her failing from Acapulco.on her return ‘to 
Manilla, was fixed for the 3d of March; and both him- 
felf, as well as his people, comforted themfelves with the 
refletion, ‘ that her cargo having, on her arrival at Aca- 
Ico, been exchanged for filver, fhe would be a much 
amiore advantageous capture than the would have been if 
takeh on her paflage-to Acapulco.” The interval paffed 
fomewhat flowly, as might naturally be expeGed ‘in 
minds raifed to the very tiptoe of expectation ; their prin- 
‘cipal employment was igh re their future greatnefé, 
and confidering the. moft likely meafures to enfure its 
‘eoinpletion. ‘arrangements made by the commodore 


were, 
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‘were, in every refpedt, the moft judictous that could have 
been conceived... He formed:a line of twenty 'learues, by 
Iuioaing tie feveral thips:of his fquadron, aswell’ as the 
cutters of the:Centurion and Gloucefter, at equal diftances 
from each other, all at {uch an offing from the dhore that 
they could not be obferved ; the cuners had orders #9 
ftand nearer the {hore every night, and work off again am 
the approach of day, fu that it was a@tually im) Ne for 
any veffel to: pafs in or out of the harbour ungbferved. 

On the expedted dawn every eye was eagerly turned tox 
wards the quarter from whence their treafure was expected 
toapproach, and {traiiied in fruitlefs gazing. A fecond and 
athird day fucceeded, and were equally unproduttiye of 
fuccefs. Etery cloud was converted by the: credulouseye uf 
fancy into a fail; and a fire onthe thore was chaced with 
the utmoft eagernefs during one whole night : during which 
the moft pofitive affertions were made, by different perfonson 
board, of circumftances and appearances which, all prove 
ing fantaltic, fufficiently demonftrate how much a mind, 
blinded by: prejudice, may be inclined to embrace and 
aflert, as an incontrovertible truth, the vifions of fancy 
and vain credulity. 

Nearly a month was fpent in this torment of expe@s- 
tion and’ hope; and. it was at laft generally believed, what 
afterwards proved to be really the cafe, that the barge, 
when firft fent to difcover the harbour of Acapulco, at the 
time when the canoe with the negroes were feized, was 
defcried from the fhoré, and the failing of the gulleon was 
of courfe deferred till the enfuing feafon. A multitude 
of fchemes were fuggefted for poffeffing themfelves of the 
hoped-for prize ; but. from the impoffibility of carrying 
them into execution, were abandoned as foon as framed. 
One of thefe was ftarted by the commodore. himfelf, 
who propofed: to attack the town of Acapulcs,: by 
landing two hundred of his people, under the fire of the 
‘thips of-war, which were to have run in clofe for the 
purpofe ; but this alfo was given up, as the numbers re~ 
maining behind were by no.means adequate to the ia- 
nended fervice, . Having, however, continued on ther 
ftation .as long’ ‘as ever their fleck of wood and water 
-would permit, the fquadron, unfuccefsful as it was, was 
obligedtomakedér the harbour of Chequetan, ambouisthisy 
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Age All hope of farther fuceefs an the coatt 
¢ : ing now torally at aniend, nothing reaainey 
Bat to pyr their thips in the beft poffible contlition to crofs 
the Pacific Ocean, and patiently wait fof the enfuing 
algo, in the hope of anerceptin their long-fought-for 
} Sipe its paflage to Manilla. 
whol fquadron amounted not to more than three 
hundred and thirty perfons, a number far inferior to the 
complement of the Centurion alane, and totally inade- 
ta the tafk of navigating five thips over the immenfe 
pecan which intervened between America and China, the 
ext land where they could, with certainty, rely on re- 
sriving faccour after they quitted the former Continent. 
Whe neceffary preparations were made to effec that pur- 
3 and the Carmelo and Carmin, together with the 
‘ryal’s Prize frigate, were, through necelffity, after hav- 
ing heen cleased of the molt valuable part of what they 
contained, toyed into the offing, feuttled, and funk. The 
‘grews of the. Cantuyion and-Gloucelfter being by the above 
gncans fomewhat reinforced, and the necefiary recruit of 
wood and water accomplifhed, the two remaining {hips 
weighed anchar op*the 28th of April; but fo much were 
Shes Selayed op their pales that it was the 8th of May 
thay loft fight of the ican coat.

The-Centurion, freed from that delay of neceffity jn- 
duced by attendance gn the Gloucelter, which tbip hed for 
# conliderable time failed very heavily on account of the 
Anjury Gained in ber malts, made every ofort with her 

we 
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wreak and difpirited crew to teach the Ladrone Itlands®. 
‘On being fo effed this, their only hope of ‘pre- 
fervation and fafety depended : but aptwithitanding every 
exertion,! bya conviction of not being fardiftant 
from thofe rious fhores, they were not fortunatee! 

,to come.to an anchor at Tinian till the 28th of Auguft. 
The commodore, and the miferable furvivors of his crew, 
again experienced a fecond revival, and prefervation from 
deftru€tion, for, from the {tate to which ‘were reduced, 
it was moft probable that, had they been kept out at fea 
fix days longer, they would not have had enough 
to work the fhip, ‘but-muft all have unavoidably perifhed, 
The fick, amounting in number to one hundred and 
twenty-eight, being landed with the utmoft difpatch, their 
recovery was as expeditious ; and the difeafe attended with 
as little mortality, after were put on fhore, as hack 
been the cafe before at Juan Fernandez. The crew were 
ina tolerable ftate of convalefcence when a very alarming 
accident took place. A violent tempeft arofe, and drove 
the Centurion to fea, the commodore and an hundred and 
thirteen of his people remaining on fhore. 3 

They all agreed in opinion that the Centurion moult 
have been inevitably loft ; and their firft care was, confe- 
quently, to provide fome roeans of efcape to China, as the 
neareft place of refuge. When they firft took poffeffion, 
as it may be faid, of Tinian, they found there a Spanity 
bark of fifteen tons burthen, Ene thither to procure 
a lading of falt, which is produced naturally in ponds 
by the exhalation of the fun, This veflel was immedi< 
ately hauled on fhore; and fuch {peedy, meafures were 
ufed to lengthen and fit it for fea, that, on the return of 
the Centurion, after an abfence of nineteen days, fo 
confiderable a progrefs was made, that, in a very 
fhort time longer, it would have been aétually com 
pleted. When the hip came again to an anchor, the 
commodore, and the greater number of his le, went 
immediately on board, leaving only about’ forty perfons 
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on fhott to-finith the neceffary duties of wooding, water 
ing, and colletting different articles for therr fea ftore, At 
fecond tremendous gale drove the Centurion once more to 
fea. FY was inferior in vivlence as wellas thorter in do~ 
gation than the former ; and the crew being not only much 
ftronger, but alfo snirtated by the prefence of their tom- 
mander, the fhip returned to its former anchorage after a 
much fhorter abfence than the preceding. ‘The Speci 
veffel had in this painfub interval undergone a fecond 
transformation ; thofe who remained on defpairin 
Of -the Centurion’s return, and’ thinking it an ufelefs 
waite of labour and time to-attempt carrying the former 
Projedt imto execution, when the velfel in its original 
jate' would have been fufficient totranfport them to China, 
they immediately began to fit it for that expedition, and’ 
Had aBually fo: far proceeded as to bring together again 
the two ends of the veffel,-which had-on 1 mer octa- 
ffon Been cut afimder in order to lengthen her. A very 
time would have enabled them to complete their 
defign,. when the fecond happy return of the Centurion. 
into the bay rendered it ufelefs- The health of the 
whole crew being completely re-eftablithed, and.the thip 
refitted as welt as the fituation and exifting circumftances 
veould: it, every trivial duty remaining was haftened 
"with the greatelt {pirit, as experience had taught the 
commodore the danger of continuing any longer,. at that 
feafon of the year, in fo anfafe an anchorage. 

Every thing being ready for departure, the Spanifh: 
bark and’ all the materials colleGted fur its equipment that 
were not worth removal, were fet on fire; and the 
commodore took his final leave of the enchanting fpot,. 
where not only the health of his ctew, but of himfelfi 
alfo, which on his arrival was in a very precarions ftate,. 
had been completely re-eftablithed. he Centurion, 
failed from ‘Finian on the 21ft of Odtober, ftecring di~ 
x @ly for Macao, a Portuguefe fettlement near the eh? 
trance of the river Canton, in China, where it was m-- 
tended to refit the fhip meng completely. Fhey made: 
the coaft of China on the §thef November, and without 
any intervening ‘accident or extraordinary occurrence,. 
anchored in the road of Macao on the 12th. The cotn- 
wodore had now to encounter a number of unforefcem 

difficulti¢s,. 
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difficulties, delays, and difappointments, from the ftra 
equivocating cbndué,of the Chiriefe. Permiffion watt 
laft, however, obtained to refit his thip and’ replenifh his 
nearly-exhaufted {tock of provifions: but even when this 
had been formally affented to by the government, impedi- 
ments arofe, not indecd of fo ferious, but fcarcely of alefs 
provoking nature. 

Tt was pot without fome difficulty the commodore 
prevailed on the proper artificers to undertake the necef- 
fary repairs ; acd in every tranfa@ion where it was pof- 
fible to exhibit the leaft appearance of difhonefty or chi- 
canery, thefe were always remarkably confpicuous in the 
behaviour of the Chinefe. It has been elfewhere obferved, 
with much truth, that more folly and impertinence were 
difplayed by the people there than could eafily he 
conceived; and partly owing to this circumftance, and the 
cunning of interefted perions*, the commodore ek- 
pericnced the greateft difficulty in procuring the various 
fupplics he ftood in need of. Perfeverance, caption, pru- 
dence, and affability haying at length overcome the ob+ 
ftacles already ftated, and the thip being -re-equipped and 
ftored, the commodore was cnibled to fail from Macao 
on the 1gth of April 1743. During his continuance 
there he had been fortunate enough to procure a fmall and 
neceflary reinforcement to his very reduced crew by en- 
lifting a few Lafcars, or Indian feamen ; and his peopte, 
notwithftanding the fatigues and thofe horrors of difcafe 
which they had before encountered, were in good health 
and better fpirits. .The capture of the Manilla galleon 
had fora long time been, iahalwaye perhaps fince Bre ft 
and original object of the expedition had been defeated, 
the point to which the commodore withed to dire& his 
attempts; hoping that the armament would not be faid to 
have been fitted out in vain if it were poflible to deprive 





* The jiarde, who were informed of every tranfaftion by the 
treachery of the Clinefe, planned an attempt to burn the Centurion 
while lying on the caren.

Tuance of this refolution, he had no fooner cleared the 
‘land than he called his people together, and opened to them 

is intention, He Pe teme® in glowing terms the 
value of the expected prize, and the eafe-with which he 
‘oubted not but fhe would fall into their hands, were they 
ever Foseunate enaugh to meet her. There was little oc- 
cafion for retest and infon at ie junature, to - 

a feamen in the fit of fo favourite an 
oueas They that the Frapttoo fhip, having been 
Getained in port by the dread of the Englith fqhadron 
during the preceding feafon, there would now be two 
inftead of one, and confequently that their riches would 
be doubled, a circumitance which would make them ample 
amends for their former difappointment. Nothing can 
‘more thoroughly prove the ardour of the Britifh nation 
than this circumftance; a crew reduced by difeafe to very 
little more than half their complement, fo far from within, 
to avoid an enemy who fingly would have nearly trebled 
their numbers*, they wifhed for nothing fo eagerly as to 
meet with two galleons, fully confiding that they had 
fufficient {pirit and ability to effeet a conqueft of both, 

The commodore, after he quitted the port of Macao, 
ftood for fome days to the weltward, and on the aft of 
May had fight of the ifland of Formofa. Paffing the 
Bafhee Iflands foon after, he arrived off Cape Efpiritu 
Santo on the 2oth. Here he cruifed for thirty-one days 
till his own patience, as well as that of his crew, was neatly 
exhaufted: but their unremitting perfeverance’was at 
length happily rewarded at fun-rife, on the 2oth of June, 
~ ® The galleons, as will be prefently fhewn, carried near fix hun+ 
dred. men.

of this conduét; and that the Spaniards, well acguainted- 
with the enfeebled ftate and diminifted numbers x i 
foes, had determined to attack them, in no degree defpair- 
ing of becoming themfelves-the conquerors. es 

‘he fubfequent circumftances of the aétion itfelf, ae. 

well as what in part took place after his return to Chi 
cannot perhaps be more fatisfaGtorily defcribed than in.the 
following account given by Mr. Anfon himfelf. 

« The fouth-weft monfoon being fet in on the coaft of 
China before I had refitted his majefty’s hip, it became 
impoffible for me to proceed to Europe till the month of 
Oétober.

fps I got fight of her on the 20th of June, and gave 
chace, fhe bearing down upon me before the wind. 
When fhe came within twa miles the brought to to fight 
me; and after an en, t of an hour and an half, 
within lefs than piftol-fhot, the admiral ftruck his at 
the main-top-maft head. She was galled the Neuftra

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anid twenity-cight bfafs pedereroes; five hundred and fifty 
men, fifty-eight of stata flain, and eighty three 
wounded ; her mafts and rigging were shot to pieces; and 
bne hundred and fifty thot paffed through her hull, many 
Of which were between wind and water, which occafiohed 
her to be very leaky. The greateft damage 1 fuftained 
was by having my fore-maft, main-maft, and bowfprit 
wounded, and my rigging fhot to pieces. - 1 received 
only fifteen fhot through my hull, which killed me two 
smnen, and wounded fifteen. Being under great difficulty in 
havigating two fuch Jarge fhips in a dangerous and un- 
Known fea, and guarding four hundred-and ninety-two 
prifoners; I was apprehenfive of lofing company, and 
thought proper, for he fecurity of the galleon and the 
great treafure in her, which could not be removed, (the 
weather being very tempeftuous) to give my firft lieute- 
Nant a commiffion id command her, with other proper 
Officers under him. 

“ T got into the river Canton on the 14th day of 
July, and fent an officer with a letter to the vice king, 
acquainting him with the reafon of my putting into’ his 

mt: that. I intended to pay him a vifit, and defired a 
fupply of provifions and ftores. A mandarine was fent 
anh vard fome days afterwards, to acquaint me that the 
Vice king would be glad to fee me, with the captain of 
the other fhip, and brought me a licence for fupplying 
mhe with provifions from day to day. He mentioned to 
te the payment of the duties and meafurage, which he 
informed me, by the emperor's orders, were to be de- 
manded from all thips, without excepting men of war. I 
old him that the king of Great Britain's thips were never 
treated upon the fame footing with trading velfels, and that 
my inftruétions from the king, my mafter, forbid me to 

sey acknowledgement for his fhips harbouring in any 
rt whatfoever. 

“ Finding I could not obtain the provifions and flores 
to enable me to proceed to Europe, ¥ was under a 
neceflity of viliting the vice Ring. The c= 
ans were of opinion that the emperor's duties would be 
infifted upon, and not knowing therefore what means the: 
‘might make Gf of when they bad me in their power, 
‘gave orders to captain Brett, whe upon this cccafon Thad 
~ = appointed 
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spel ted captain under me, that ifhe foundme detained he 
ould deftroy the galleon, {out of which I had removed 
all the treafure, amounting to ene million three hundved 
and thirteen thowfand eight hundred and ferty-three 
pieces of eight, and thirty-five thoufand fix hundred and 
eighty-two ounces of virgin filver and plate) and pao- 
ceed with the Centurion without the river's mouth, out of 
gun-thot-of the two forts. 

“ The vice king received me with great civility and 
politenefs, having ten thoufand foldiers drawn up, ang hig 
council of mandarines attending the audience, he granted 
ame every thing I'defired, fo thar I had great reafon to dp 
Satisfied with the fuccefs of my vifit.”

Month. He arrived at the Cape on the 11th of March) 
and having obtained there a neceffary recruit af water and 
provifions, as well as a {mall rejnforcement of men, wha. 
entered with him at that place, he failed for Engiand on 
the 3d of April, and tame to an anchor, at Spithead, on 
the 15th of June, without having met with any 4nifter 
accident, or, indeed, remarkable occurrence during his 

affage. Yet. as if that Providence which had before fo 
remarkably manifefted itfelf in the prote@lion of this thip, 
and the poor remains of her once formidable crew, wag 
refolved to continue and make known its exertions to the 
world, even to the lat moment of the vi age, it was found 
on the arrival of the commodore at Spithead, that he 
paffed through the center of a French {quadron which was 
then cruifing, at the entrance of the Britifh ‘Channel, for 
the exprefs purpofe of intercepting him.

high was the degree of credit acquired’ by the com- 
mmodore in confequence of his conduét during the forego- 
ing very perilous voyage, that, in eight days after his ar- 
rival, he was advanced tu the rank of rear-admira} of the 
blue. It has been not unfhrewdly remarked, that she 
greateft talents are frequently configned by misfortune to 
everlafting oblivion, while fuccefs alone is {uffigient to 
fecure everlafting fame; but it is neceflary this fuccel 
fhould not be partial but complete in all points, for many 
perfons have, in the particular inftance of Mr. Anfon, 
rather invidioufly oblerved, that ‘« though he was himfelf 
enriched, and by an occurrence too, which they are 
leafed to term accidental, yet that the Britifh nation was 
fy no means indemnified for the expence incurred by it*, 
and that the original defign was entirely defeated.” The 
expedition itfelf was one of thofe {peculative attempts is 
‘war which are always confidered as hazardous; and very 
frequently prove unfuccefsful. Nothing ever induces 
an-adminiftration to efpoufe or encourage them but the 
chance of deriving an immenfe advantage,. if fortune 
favours the undertaking; and fuftaining a lofs compara- 
tively trivial if otherwife. Confiderable neglét and 
delay took place in the equipment, eircumftances the molt 
unpropitious that could have happened to the intention 
with which the armament was fent out: and though upan 
the whole that intention certainly failed+t, yet was that 
misfortune by no means imputable to My. Anfon, who

Although Mr. Anfon was raifed to the rank of a flag 
‘officer, and had through thofe very caufes, perhaps, which 
have juft been ftated, acquired a fhare of popular applaufe, , 
which minifters have, generally fpeaking, fome Tculy 
in femming the torrent of, yet he was not employed wit 
after a change of adminiftration had taken place; till 
that time he declined not only taking upon him any cont. 
mand, but even accepting of the sank itfelf. The reafon 
given for this conduét is, hat thofe perfons who were 
then commiffioners for exccuting the office of lord high 
admiral, refuled to confirm to captain, afterwards fir 
Piercy Brett, the tank and commiffion of captain of the 
Centurion *, which, as the commodore himfelf relates 
in his letter, he had given him, in the river of Canton, 
on the goth of September 1743. ‘When Mr. Anfon wat 
firft appointed to command the expedition, he was offered 
the honour, and, indeed, affiftance-of a captain under him; 
but this he modettly, or, as fome infift, warily declined t. 
Subfequent reafons, whether thofe publicly given, or other 
inducements Jatent in his own breaft, we cannot pretend 
to determine, caufed him to change his opinion and grant 
the commiffion already mentioned: this the admiralty 
board refufed to ratify, infifting it was an illegal a&; and 
that, although admitting the offer had been originally made

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to Mr. Anfon, yét no fuch power of appointment was dele~ 
gated to him by his inftrutions, and that i, was confee 
quently void. 

On the 27th of December 1744, avery extenfive change® 
jn adminiftration took place. The duke of Bedford was 
appointed firft commiffioner of the admiraltyt, and Mr. 
Anfon was not only fatisfied, by a confirmation of the 
commiffion granted by him to captain Brett, but ‘was 
fiimfelf honoured with a feat at the board. When 
the above alteration in the political world took place, 
Mr, Anfon moft willingly refumed the rank which had 
been before beftowed on him, and on the 2oth of April 
following. was advanced to be rear-admira! of the white. 
He retained his feat at the admiralty many years till he 
was made firft commiffioner, of which hereafter, bur 
was not invefted with any command till July 1746, 
when, having been ¢ promoted to be vice-admiral of the 
Dlue, he was appointed to command the Channel flect 
as fucceffor tovice-admiral Martin. No eventhowevertook 
place that was in any degree confequential, for though he 
continued at fea duting a confiderable part of the winter, 
in hopes of intercepting the Ducd’Anville’s thattered fqua- 
dron on its return from America, yet that commander, 
having accidentally received information of Mr. Anfon’s 
ftation, took the neceffary precaution to avoid him, and 
was fuccefsful §. 

Information being-received early in the year 1747, 
that two ftrong fquadrons, with a nomber of {hips 
under their care were on the point of failing from 
Breft, onc deftined for the Eaft the other for the

De Jonquiercimmediately drew 
together his thips of war which were nine or tenin number, 
five of which, as is fhewn in.the note, were of two decks, 
and appeared prepared to make the be(t defence in thee 
power; while the fhips under their protection, amount- 
ing to near thirty in number, including fix {mall frigates 
or armed veffels, which remained with them as their 
convoy, crouded all the fail they could in hopes of being 
able to effé& their efcape. Mr. Anfon at firit made the 
fignal for his {quadron to form the line of battle; but 
finding the French commodore fo inferior in force, and 
that he was ufing every poflible endeavour to get off, in- 
tending only to divert the attention, by a fhew of refolu- 
tion, till his convoy was out of reach, he foon 
ftruck his fignal for the line and hoifted one for a gentral 
chace, and that each fhip fhould engage as the could get 
up and clofe with the enemy. About four o’clock in the 
ahethoodd the Centurion began to engage the fternmoft of 
the enemy’s thips, and was very foon afterwards fupported 
hy the Namure, Defiance, and Windfor, which fhips 
were very warmly engaged with the reft of the French 
fquadron. The enemy defended themfelyes with uncom~ 
mon fpirit, and, aotwithitanding their very unequal 
numbers, maintained a conteft for three houre, when the
